THE EXECUTION. 


W a s h in g to n , June 29.—Tho Rev. Dr. 
Hicks said to-day that his knowledge of 
Guiteau led him to sustain Dr. Beard's 
prediction. It has not yet been deter­ 
mined what time the drop for the execu­ 
tion of Guiteau will In* sprung. The 
question depends somewhat on the con­ 
dition of the prisoner and his desires. 
The hour set is between 12 and 2 o’clock, 
and the custom has been to take tho in­ 
termediate hoar as the time for calling 
on tho prisoner to prepare f >r tho walk 
to the scaffold, and usually, the death 
warrant is reAd, the march made to the 
scaffold, the services concluded, and the 
trap sprung, so that at the half-hour tho 
culprit is either hanging dead or in his 
last struggles. This is done as a matter 
of precaution, so that, in case of the 
breaking of a rope or other mishap, there 
would be ample time to rig another rope. 
In this case it is not known w hether the 
prisoner will make any extended remarks, 
but it is quite certain that he has pre­ 
pared some remarks which he will de­ 
liver. Should the exercises be long the 
prisoner will be called at 12 or 12:30 
o’clock, so that the drop may fall before 
half-past I o’clock.

He 
has no property except .the copyright to 
his book, his unpublished manuscript, 
and his own body. It is understood that 
he will leave all to the Rev. Dr. Hicks, 
his chosen spiritual counselor, with the 
request that this gentleman undertake the 
unpleasant task of writing the assassin’s 
life. All his manuscript he has already 
turned over to this gentleman, among the 
rest being the copy of his speech or pray­ 
er from the gallows. 
Mr. Hicks will take the opportunity to 
advise him to make it presentable, so 
that it shall not jar tho sensibilities of 
the world by any criticisms or strictures 
upon any one. It is said to be not entire­ 
ly free from such objections as it comes 
from the pen of the prisoner.

always wishes to add a paragraph expres­ 
sing his gratitude to Mr. Reed for his un­ 
ceasing efforts in his behalf, and has sev­ 
eral times asked Mr. Hicks not to let him 
forget the duty he owes his counsel.

Learn a Trade* 
It is very evident that a great dis­ 
proportion exists, as regards education, 
between that kind which is needed and 
is of practical im)K>rtance, and that 
which is not; bat which thousands ac­ 
quire without any definite purpose; and 
if they decide upon some pursuit it is 
not chosen with that regard to their 
qualifications and deficiencies which the 
importance of the question requires. 
The young man w ho thinks he will 
be a lawyor, a doctor, or a minister, and 
hopes to attain success, must decide 
on his choice of any profession by some­ 
thing beside his own ambition and con­ 
ceit m the matter as to his fitness and 
ability for the same. Tho desire to fill 
a high and influential position is laud­ 
able only when it is not disproportion 
ate to one's ability. 
One of the strongest incentives that 
influences many to rush into the pro­ 
fessions without that careful delibera­ 
tion which the subject demands, is the 
idea that those avocations will reflect 
more honor and credit upon them than 
a trade, but instead of each honoring 
the profession, the reverse is glaringly 
apparent, that a large proportion of them 
are sadly out of place. 
It does not require much sagacity to 
see t! id one had better be a good lum­ 
berman than a third-rate lawyer, a first* 
class mechanic than a quack doctor. 
There are those who have spent • 
great deal of time and money in study­ 
ing Latin and Greek, and many other 
things, which never did them any good, 
practically shaking, and have learned 
too late that their time might have been 
employed to far better advantage. 
Many young men, after years spent in 
misdirected effort, have had to resort to 
anything that offered. Of this there aro 
instances too numerous to mention. 
The world is fall of so-called educated 
men who don't know anything of any 
importance, considering the kind of 
knowlege which the needs of the country 
demand. There is a need of skilled me­ 
chanics, capable, active men, instead of 
doctors, lawyers, ministers and clerks. 
It is a question of great importance 
not only to the young, but to the parents, 
this of preparing their children for a 
business wherein they can not only earn 
their daily bread, but secure to them­ 
selves some of the comforts and conven­ 
iences of life, and an honorable position 
in the world. 
When people get out of the prevailing 
but foolish notion of thinking that it is 
more honorable to have a profession 
than a good trade, and when the reverse 
of this rather is taught to the young, it 
cannot fail to have a judicious tendency 
toward correcting an error which has 
been fostered long, and lies close to the 
interests of all. 
If every man had an occupation that 
was chosen because he was better fitted 
for it than for any other, he would be in 
a condition to enjoy much in life, and 
his sphere of usefulness and influence 
would be greatly enlarged. Practical 
education, with a careful consideration 
of one's abilities and deficiencies, arith 
an adaptedness to the wants and needs 
of our land, cannot tail to make our con­ 
dition much pleasanter and our labor 
more renumerative.

Hie Journal deals a square blow at tho 
present subtilized system of grammer, 
and it would have done nothing but good 
if it had hit a harder blow' at the waste 
of time and I a1 tor applied to grammar in 
any form. Richard Grout White, one 
of the ablest of our physiologists, and 
certainly the most thorough English 
scholar we have, denounces the whole 
grammar system in our schools, and the 
scores of text books applied to it, as the 
least useful, if not an utterly useless, 
part of our school course. He may go 
too tau*, but there is one thing as certain 
as the existence of a language, and that 
11 that no child, no man, no woman, 
ever was the latter writer, speaker or 
thinker, for a minute aud accurate mas­ 
tery of the ‘predicates," “subjects," 
'logical predicate,*’ “copulas" 
and 
other technilogical rubbish of improved 
pedagoguism. 
No writer, in doubt 
about the construction of rn sentence he 
is trying to make express what he thinks 
ever recurs to his grammar to settle the 
question, any more than tile controver­ 
sialist refers* to his “barbara celarent 
darii," and his “ unusual affirmatives," 
“peculiar negatives,’’ “conserves," and 
•^contradictions," to see whether his ar­ 
gument is sound. We don't say that 
grammatical studies are w holly useless, 
but we do say mostpositively that they 
Ste of too little use to be given the time 
and attention required to be given by 
our present Procustcan discipline. 
In 
practical life and use of language, oral 
or otherwise, for practical purposes, the 
grammar is of very nearly no use si alk 
A month's study of the highest grade of 
the high school will put a pupil in pos­ 
sum of the philosophy of it, and that 
Is all there is of it but its weary unmean­ 
ing technology. It is no more fit to be 
taught to lower-grade pupils than a 
glossary of medical terms.

tlfe and Tragic Dont Ii or a Beautiful 
and Brilliant Woman. 


Among those aboard the ill fated 
steamer Golden City that Burned near 
Memphis, recently, were Arr. Stowe, of 
Stowe’s Circus, his wife aud two children. 
Mrs. Stowe aud tile two children yterished 
in tho flames. 
Mrs. Stowe, or Lizzio 
Marcellas, as she was known by her 
maiden name, was an adopted daughter 
cd old Dan. liice, tile veteran clown. 
She was a veritable queen of the arena, 
being not only a beautiful aud accom­ 
plished lady, bat a graceful rider, and 
WM accounted one of the handsomest 
women in the profession. 
Her life has 
been a very romantic one. She came 
from near Schenectady N. Y., where she 
was bom, her father occupying a small 
farm in that locality, bat is now a master 
mechanic in one of the large machine 
shops it Albany, New York. In 1866 
Din. Rice, then with Forepaugh’s show, 
which bore his name, was riding along 
s country road about sis miles from 
Schenectady, when he met a little girl 
about six years of age, driving some 
cows to pasture. Speaking to the child 
in a friendly way, he asked her if she 
had seen Dan Rice going along with his 
show, which had just passed. 
“ Yes,” 
said she; “ I saw the old fellow on the 
chariot.” Dan. laughed at the child’s 
sharp reply, and then took her in his 
boggy to ride with him as far as her 
father’s home. The folks at the house 
recognized the showman at once, and 
addressed him by name, and, after an 
exchange of compliments, he was about 
to drive on, wiien little Lizzie, the child, 
strange to say, took after the buggy 
crying, and begged to go with the clown, 
for whom she seemed to have a strange 
fancy. With the consent of her parents 
he then carried her on to Troy, the next 
town, giving them tickets for the show, 
they intending to follow, and take her 
back home. 
As soon as Dan., dressed 
in motley, made his appearance in the 
ring that night, the child sprang from 
her father's side and rushed to him, and 
it was with great difficulty that she was 
removed and pacified. 
So strange was 
her attachment that at a slipper that 
evening her parents indentured her to 
the showman, and the next morning, in 
care of D ar.’s wife, she left Troy with 
the circus. From that day her training 
M a rider began, and so rapid was her 
advancement that it was not many years 
until she was receiving a salary of SI OO 
a week from Barnum. 
Before she had 
yet become of age Uncle Dan. sent her 
oat with what is callet I a river show, in 
winch there was a rather eccentric Italian 
C 


rformer by tho name of Cardona, who 
I deeply in love with her. 
Wliile at 
St. Paul, Dan. was telegraphed, ho then 
being in Canada, that unless he came 
there immediately Cardona would marry 
the girl 
He immediately answered, 
ordering the Chief of Police and tho 
Mayor of S t Paul to arrest Cardona for 
trying to abduct his ward, but before 
the message was received the twain were 
married, and the onler was not obeyed. 
This was in the summer of 1873. 
Several months afterward Uncle Dan. 
joined the show at MAllison, Ind., when 
Lizzie professed herself as heartily sorry 
for her rash act and Cardona, fancying 
that an attempt was to lie made to take 
his wife from him, in a fit of jealousy 
locked her in a stateroom on the boat, 
and was about to cut her throat with a 
razor. The attempt mas made about 
midnight, but the screams of tho girl 
wiie awakened the show people aboard, 
and Undo Dan., assisted by W. H. 
Stowe, who was always greatly attached 
to Lizzie, rescued her from tho would- 
be-murderer. 
It was then determined 
that something 
must be 
done to 
separate her from so miserable a master, 
and shortly afterward a suit for divorce 
brought in Chicago, which in 1875 
granted, and the season afterward 
she WM married to young Stowe, then 
about twenty-four years of age. With 
her second husband she lived happily, 
and it is said made a most exemplary 
wife. Of the two children burned witfi 
her one was a boy about seven years of 
age, by her first husband, and the other 
a girl of five, the daughter of Stowe. 
Mrs. Stowe owned a comfortable little 
home in New York City, where her 
mother now is, which she had purchased 
from her own earnings. The horses with 
the show burned on the boat belonged 
to her, m well os the six cages of animals, 
aho having besides about $1,500 in 
diamonds and a large and valuable ward­ 
robe, m she was known to be one of the 
handsomest dressers who ever mounted 
a pad. She was twenty-two years of age 
at the time of her death. 
William H. 
Stowe, the husband, who WM about 
thirty years of age, was bom in a small 
town of Western Ohio, and has been in 
the show business ever since a boy. He 
WM agood negro comedian and an excel­ 
lent clown, having served an apprentice­ 
ship under Dan. Rice. 
His father, a 
well known circus man, died at Vicki- 
burg about two years back, but his

Ybry 
many of tho moneyed princes of the 
world owe their great wealth to the 
mines of Colorado, Nevada and Califor­ 
nia. They had faith in the inexhausti­ 
ble mineral resources of the Rocky 
Mountains, and the result has justified 
their faith. In these mountains silver 
mining has arrived at the stage of a reg­ 
ular and systematic industry; an indus­ 
try of which the United States Commis­ 
sioner of Mining Statistics says: “ It 
is the safest and most profitable of all 
industries.” 
It is never hurt or shaken 
by panics, which are becoming so fre­ 
quent, and which so often retard or ruin 
every other industry. 
There is only one class of persons con­ 
nected with miming interests who, in the 
aggregate, are so unfortunate as not to 
make largo profits. 
They are the dis­ 
coverers. They are a class peculiar by 
themselves; they are in a measure no­ 
mads, who, having cut loose, for one 
reason and another, from home ties and 
the influence of rgjined society, wander 
up and down over the great mining dis­ 
tricts. seeking for a find, and when once 
forma they sell it for a pittance, not 
knowing how good “ they have struck 
it,” for lack of scientific knowledge, and 
so they move on for tho next, with the 
singular ambition to be known m excel­ 
lent in discoveries. Fascinated with the 
romance, rudeness, and independence 
of camp life, they live up in tho great 
mountains, glory in their privations, and 
look down with pity upon the more ef­ 
feminate dwellers upon the plains. They 
have ho money to develop weir discove­ 
ries, and have lost all business habits* if 
they ever had any, and do not know how 
to deal with capital seeking investment. 
Comstock, the discoverer of the world- 
famed Comstock, out of which the con­ 
siderably over one hundred millions of 
dollars lias already been taken, sold it 
for $750 worth of groceries. One of the 
discoverers of the “ Terrible,” out of 
which so much money has been made, 
sold his half for $500, and the remaining 
half was sold a few days later far a trifle 
more. The great “ Hercules ” WM sold 
by the discoverers for a “ mere song." 
Tile history of mining is filled with such 
instances, where these invaluable pion­ 
eers of the world’s wealth have pointed 
the way to great riches for others, but 
have got scarcely anything for them­ 
selves. 
Silver mining can bo traced as far 
back into antiquity as written history. 
In the time of Abraham, Moses and Sol­ 
omon silver was used, and the same may 
be said of the Egyptians, the Greeks 
and the Romans. 
There were silver 
coins 895 B. C. The Romans employed 
25,000 men in a single mine ; the Car- 
thagenians, 40,000 men in the mines of 
Spam. 
Hannibal took from one mine 
£500,000 a year; Cato as much from 
mines, and Helvetius twice as much. 
Herodotns says : “ The nations subdued 
by the Persians, except the Indies and 
Antioch, paid a yearly tribute of £3,000, 
OOO in silver.” 
Pliny says that in his time silver mines 
In Spam were penetrated a mile and a 
half. According to Prescott, the histo­ 
rian, Prince Atahulpa, made prisioner, 
had gathered to pay for his liberty the 
value of $3,500,000 gold, and 51,610 
marks, or about 25,805 pounds of silveh 
From 1784 to 1827 the great silver mines 
of Pasco, in South America,, rfinqjted 
4,967,710 pounds troy silver. Che silver 
mines 
Bolivia and Peru* yielded from 
their discovery by the Spapiards in 1845 
a quantity of silver equal in value £5w,- 
220,000. The Grand Potosi, of Bolivia, 
was discovered in 1545. Since then it 
has produced £240,000,000 in silver. 
Humboldt's “ Essai Pollitique” states 
that the mines of Mexico of only a few 
central spots, yielded between the con 
quest and 1805, $2,027,952,000. 
The great mining regions of the United 
States have produced of the precious 
metals since the first discoveries in Cali­ 
fornia, a little over thirty years ago, the 
enormous sum of not less than $2,000,- 
000,000, of which a large proportion is 
silver. 
The mines of Colorado produce chiefly 
silver. The vast wealth of the great de­ 
posits in that State are just beginning to 
be appreciated. 
In I §76 her mines pro­ 
duced about $5,000,000. In 1880 they 
produced $28,000,000, about $4,000,000 
more than any other State or Territory. 
Scientists, experts and practical miners 
assert with emphasis that uoionuio im u. 
be the great bullion center of the world. 
Certain it is that her wonderful mineral 
resources are drawing immense capital 
and rapidly covering her valleys and 
mountains with a net work of railroads. 
Is not this tho “ Golden Age” of the 
world, with the most magnificent oppor­ 
tunities to those who have enterprise or 
capital?

Saving and Marki ag Garden Seeds* 
Ever since I can remember, it has 
been customary to save some garden 
seeds every year ; such as beans, peas, 
melons, encumbers, turnips and mus­ 
tard. A few families save a great many 
kinds of seeds. We should save more 
seed than we do. We would know more 
abont our garden seeds if we raised and 
saved them at home. 
I will give a few hints about saving 
seeds. It has been and is yet largely 
the custom of fkrmers’ wives to have 
little bundles tied up in rags and little 
pockets, which most all be untied at 
planting time to see of what kinds they 
are, and all depends upon the memory 
how old the seeds are. 
My plan is to 
gather them when thoroughly ripe, pnt 
tnem up in papers of suitable size, and 
write on the papers the name of seed 
and date of year in which they were 
raised. For 
example, 
“ Bed-fleshed 
Watermelon, 1881.” So soon as yon 
look at this label ypu know what is in 
the paper; this saves untying a dozen 
bandies of various seeds.

Among the manufacturing interests of 
Janesville, there is none evidencing such 
rapid development, and none affording a 
more convincing [ proof of the immense 
strides being made by ingenuity and sci­ 
ence in improving upon old methods and 
things than the Empire Cross Spring 
and Bt. Juhen Gear and Spring Co.’s 
Works. Strolling through the various 
departments 
of the manufactory one 
meets on every hand something which 
excites cariosity and interest, and calls 
for study. A tour of the buildings where 
these celebrated springs are turned out> 
was made yesterday in company with the 
superintendent, Mr. C. L. Thomas. 
Ev­ 
erywhere the busy scene afforded matter 
for thought; the men engaged some on 
one thing, and some on another, each a 
part of what was to be a perfect whole, 
with the hum of the machinery, sawing, 
smoothing aud rounding tho different 
portions of buggies and wagons, fur­ 
nished more than ordinary attractions to 
a 
novice. 
And 
if one, whol­ 
ly 
unacquainted 
with 
the 
na­ 
ture 
and 
powers 
of the machinery 
employed, could bo roused into apprecia­ 
tion, how much more interesting to the 
mechanic must be tho varied improve­ 
ments seen in every thing, showing the 
wonderful advancement in inventive 
genius. 
Tho first department visited was the 
the machine room, a large open building 
the ground floors of which covers 3,000 
feet. Here the workmen were industri­ 
ously mannpilating tho hard wood used 
in the wagons manufactured by the com­ 
pany, subjecting it now to the saw then 
to the planing machine or smoothing 
belt, until passing in rapid succession 
from one liand to another the piece was 
laid aside, ready for perfect adjustment 
t j some other portion of the vehicle being 
constructed. The head blocks and fronl 
allemands were turned oat in amazingly 
short time, by the improved machinery, 
the most wonderful piece of which was 
a small fiat saw. used for rounding the 
side bars, axle beds, and head blocks. 
To 
one 
who 
never 
witnessed 
the machine work, it would seem ex­ 
tremely improbable that a fiat saw could 
be so operated as to ronnd a square block. 
Yet it does it to i»erfectian, accomplish­ 
ing tile strange feat in an mconoiavably 
abort space of time. The other pieces of 
machinery are in keeping, everything be­ 
ing of the newest and most approved 
kind. 
On tho floor above, another set of men 
were finishing certain pieces of the wood 
work and adjusting the bodies of the 
buggies and wagons. Two or three pieces 
of machinery only were being used on 
this door, one of which was a sanded belt 
with which the axle bands were rounued 
aud smoothed. The time saved by this 
arrangement is incalculable. When one 
considers the tedious labor of the average 
carriage maker, who shaves his wood 
down by hand and rounds it in the same 
way, the immense saving in time by the 
use of a most simple machine is a pleasing 
proof of what ingenuity can accomplish 
This sand belt when at work makes 3,800 
revolutions a minute, aud in about half 
that time, the article requiring to be 
rounded is given a perfect finish. Lead 
ing from this room is a walk entering an 
other oblong apartment a little to the 
west. In this place were stored hundreds 
of buggy bodies, all of them fresh from 
the workmens’ hands, and light, artistic 
evidences of the perfectness of the work 
of tho manufacturers. There were bug 
gics with the Empire cross spring, and 
others with the equally celebrated St. J u- 
lien spring. All was complete with the 
exception of the painting and trimming 
os they deal exclusively with carriage 
makers and jobbers. 
Descending tho stairs again, another 
commodious room was entered, where 
Uia £f1av a1 pod bet ii 
the ringing of 
hammers upon anvils and steel bars, 
showed it to be the blacksmith shops. 
Strong, brawny loo king men with black­ 
ened faces were wielding heavy hammers 
and handling hot iron, from which thou­ 
sands of sparks Hew in every direction, 
enveloping 
the 
artisan 
in 
a 
shower 
of 
the 
burning 
metal. 
Here the steel used in the wagons was 
smoothed and adjusted. Off on the side 
was what is called the lamber room* 
which also displayed signs of that never 
ceasing activity characterizing every sec­ 
tion of the immense works. 
Mr. C. L. 
Thomas, the gentlemanly superintendent, 
to whose brain is due the perfect condi­ 
tion of the manufactory, and who invent" 
ed the Cross Spring and the Bt. Julien 
Gear, was unremitting in his efforts to 
explain everything, pointing out with a 
clearness and conciseness, showing his 
thorough 
knowledge, 
the most most 
minute intricacies. 
In leaving 
the 
manufactory after 
most 
pleasant and 
instructive 
visit, Mr. Thomas said in answer to a 
question: 
“O, yes. We have all we can attend to, 
and more too: 
It is really surprising 
how rapidly those springs have achieved 
success. Oar facilities, great as they are 
will soon have to bo increased, in order 
to supply the largo orders we receive 
each day.” 
“Whero is your principal trade?” 
“Throughout the entire west. But we 
are constantly supplying orders from 
other 
places 
all 
over the country. 
We also manufacture the patent Harris 
scat, which has acquired so wide-spread 
reputation.” 
“I 
perceive yon have two different 
springs?” 
Yes, and it is a difficult question to 
determine which is the more popular— 
the Empire Cross Spring or the Bt. Ju- 
eiu Gear. The Empire is a side spring 
aud the Bt. Jnlien is a side bar.

all they are represented, and we have 
never heard of a solitary purchaser, who 
expressed anything but the highest satis­ 
faction with their working.”
